SICK LEAVE 


Here at Walt Disney World we are all 
in constant contact with our guests or 
fellow cast members, so naturally we 
don't want anyone coming to work 
with a contagious disease. For that 
reason one of our regular employee 
benefits is Sick Leave. 

All permanent cast members 
begin earning Sick Leave hours the 
day they begin work. Sick Leave time 
is based on the number of straight 
time hours worked from the date of 
hire to the end of the calendar year, 
and for each successive calendar 
year thereafter. Most cast members 
normally earn 48 hours of paid sick 
leave each calendar year. 

Sick Leave hours may not be used 
until after nine months of continuous 
service with the Company, nor prior 
to the beginning of the next calendar 
year. 

If you do not use your Sick Leave, it 
may be accumulated up to 160 hours. 
Any hours earned beyond that will 
be added to your vacation hours in 
8-hourincrements. . . soit pays to be 
on the job!

Retirement will give Clyde additional 
time to work on his hobby . . . building 
scale models of all types.

While most new car warranties are 
standard, quite a few differences can 
be found in dealer-to-dealer policies. 
Before you purchase a new car, you 
should have a clear understanding 
with the dealer as to exactly what 
your warranty covers in parts and 
labor. You should also discuss 
whether or not a loaner car will be 


made available to you while yourcar 
is being repaired under warranty as 
well as arrangements that will be 
made if your vehicle is disabled and 
a warranteed part is not readily 
available. 

Most new car warranties cover the 
running gear and chassis. To insure 
proper warranty service you should 
carefully examine your vehicle and 
document all problems, taking a 
written list of problems to the dealer 
within the first 30 days of ownership. 
Additional areas which should be 
checked and documented are: 
© Rattles and looseness 
è Defects in trim 
e Defects in upholstery 
è Defects in paint and finish 
e Any water leaks in passenger 

compartment or trunk 
è Misalignment of hood, doors or trunk 

One additional tip to insure 
satisfaction after purchasing your 
new car... have the front end 
aligned before taking possession of 
your car as alignments are not part of 
normal vehicle preparations at most 
dealerships!
